4, Inove is now the ONT delegate to the ANFD, He advocates the establishment 

25X1X6 of a provieional government and the holding of a plebiscite, During the 
winter of 1945-45, he was the representative of the Confederation to the 
ANED and was a protagonist in the conversations held with mnonarchiste in 
the carly part of 1946, as a result of which he wae removed from this poat. 
In his present appointment, he replaces Santa Marla. According to various 
sources, the latter went to Parise, London and Lisbon during October, In 
Paris, he reportedly had violent interviews with Jose Leiva, ONft Minteter 
of Sgricultura in the Giral Government, during which Santa Maria told Leiva 
that the CNT of the intertor had repudiated him. In Lishon, after various 
convereations with monarchist representatives, Santa Maria entered into an 
agreenent in the nama of the CNT. On his return to Spain, the CHT Bationel
